TURNrlKB TAXATION— A SUGGESTION. 

To the Editor of The Bulletin: In view 
of the universal protest againBt oppressive 
tsxation for turnpike purposes, permit a 
modest taxpayer to suggest that tbe 
county should, as soon as possible, 
issue long bonds at low ratee of 
interest, purchase the principal turnpike 
roads leading from tbe city, lower the 
rates of toll to a point that will encourage 
travel, meet the interest on the bonds 
with the receipts from tbe gates, and, in 
the same way at the earliest practicable 
period, extinguish the principal of the 
debt The debt being paid we shauld es- 
tablish such rates or toll as will be sufil 
cteot to meet all necessary expenses and 
keep tbe roads in proper condition for 
travel.

At last! At last! 

The American Congress has i 
to the importance of protecting Amerl 
can institutions by shutting out the ig- 
norant hordes that have been driftlug 
into this couutry by the tens of thous- 
ands annually. The Senate, by the de- 
cisive vote of 52 to 10, has passed the 
Immigration Bill koown as t 
Bill. 

As passed the bill umeuds the iuimi- 
gration laws so as to exclude from ad- 
mission to the I'nited States all persons 
over 1C years of age who cannot read 
and write the language of their 
country or some other language, but an 
admissible immigrant over the age of 10 
may bring with him, or send for, his 
wife or parent or grandparent or minor 
child or grandchild, notwithstanding the 
inability to read and write. 

For the purpose of testing the ability 
of the immigrant to read and writ* aa 
required by the foregoing section the in 
spectiou offices shall be furnished with 
copies of the Constitution of the 1'alted 
States printed on numbered uniform 
pasteboard slips, each containing five 
lines of the Constitution printed in the 
various languages of the immigrants in 
double small pica type. These slips 
shall be kept in boxes made for that 
purpose, and so constructed as to con 
eeal the slips from view, each box tc 
contain slips of but one language, and 
the immigrant may designate the lan 
guage in which he prefers the test shall 
be made. 

Kacb immigrant shall be required to 
draw one of these slips from 
and read, and afterward to write out in 
fall view of the immigration officers 
fire Unas printed thereon. Kach slip 
shall be returned to the box immedi- 
ately after the teat is finished, and the 
contents of the box shall be taken up 
by an inspection officer before another 
drawing is made. No immigrant fall 
ing to read and write out the Blip thus 
drawn by him shall be admitted ; but he 
shall be returned to the country whence 
he came at the expenas of the steam- 
ship or railroad company which brought 
him, as now provided by law. The In- 
spection officers shall keep in each box 
at all times a full number of these 
printed pasteboard slips, and la the ease 
of seen •xcloded Immigrant shall keep 



of the number 
of the slip whleh the Immigrant failed 
to read or eopy out lu writing. 

The Cuban section added to the bill 
provides that the act shall not apply to 
persons arriving in the United States 
from any port or place in the Island of 
Cuba during the continuance of the 
present disorders there, provided that 
such persons have heretofore been (n 
habitants of that Island.

A singular fact about Queen Victoria ia 
that she has not only always enjoyed ex 
ceptionally good health and that even at 
her present advanced age she is unusu- 
ally atrong and well, but that she bat 
bad mors hairbreadth escapes than any 
other sovereign in history. No fewi 
than seven attempta have been made on 
her life, and there have been many occa- 
sions when the Queen has seemed to be 
face to face with death. 

Hyde Park was the scene of the first 
attempt en the Queen's life, which was 
made by a youth of 17, who, on the 10th 
of July, 1840. fired at her Majesty with a 
pistol.

Family of Five Persons Burned 
to Death in New York. 



The Servant Escapes by Jumping 
^ From a Second-Story Window. 



Gutt.d-Loss About • ! 10,000. 

Nrw York, Dec. 91.— A family of 
8ve parsons were burned to death In 
their home, 514 east Fifty-eight street, 
Sunday night. The dead are: Aaron 
Goldamith, 45 years old, wholesale 
liquor dealer; Mrs Matilda Goldsmith, 
63 years old; llertha Goldsmith, 10 
years; Hattlo Goldsmith, 8 years; Frank 
Goldamith, 0 years. 

The only other person in the house 
at the time of the fire besides those 
burned to death was Mary Roskn, i > 
years old, the servant of the family. 
She escaped by Jumping out of a sec- 
ond-story window to the roar yard ami 
running through the basement hall to 
the front of the house. The fire was 
caused by the explosion of a piauo 
lamp in the parlor. 

Worcester, Mass., Dec. 21— Fire at 
Bridge early Sunday morning de- 
atroyed (Oft lnrg-e business blocks and 
gutted a]4wrier, and had an eye on the 
largest block In town, the Methodist 
church and the Hotel Windsor, The 
losa isabout 8110,000 and the insurance 
will not exceed $00,000.

Jeffkkson Citv, Mo., Dm M.— The 
source of Saturday night's Urc in the 
state prison has been traced to u ffMsff 
Of 33 convicts, some one of whom tired 
a bundle of refuse under a stair- 
way in the clothing department. The 
fire smouldered until nearly mid- 
night when it burst into a blaze. 
The Incendiary act was no doubt done 
in a hope to escape In the excitement 



Notwithstanding the great excitement 
Warden Page and the guards at no 
time lost control of the prisoners. The 



clothing department is located in cell 
building No. 1, and while the guards 
were transferring the convicts from 
this building into cell building No. 3, 
two convicts attempted to escape, but 
both were captured before they got 
sway from the building. 

Great bravery was shown by the 
convicts who were released from their 
cells to help extinguish the fire, 
convict from St Louis, who, at 
time, belonged to the fire department 
of that city, acted as captain to the 
state, fire department and was practic- 
ally chief, for he gavo commands and 
the other leaders, seeing his ability, 
gave way to him. The Star Cloth- 
ing company, which is also situ- 
ated in the same building as 
the state department, was at one 
time in great danger of having its en- 
tire stock of clothing destroyed. The 
goods that were cut Saturday were de- 
stroyed by fire, and the remainder by 
smoke and water.

EIGHT ANARCHISTS, 



Barcelona, Dec. 21.— Eight of the 
anarchists who wero convicted of com- 
plicity in the bomb-throwing that oc- 
curred here in June last have been sen- 
tented to death by the court-martial 
before which they were tried. The at- 
torney general, who personally 
ducted the proseoution, asked the 
court-martial to sentence 28 of the 
prisoners to death and 56 of them 
to penal servitude for life, 
proceedings were marked with the 
strictest secrecy, it being feared that 
the anarchists, of whom there art 
many in Barcelona, would make i 
demonstration if the fact of the con 
demnation and sentencing of the prls 
oners should become generally known.

Wasiiinoton, Dec 21.— There Is 
every reason to believe that Secretary 
Olney's declaration that recognition is 
exclusively an executive function wbs 
not made until after that cautious and 
thorough deliberation which char- 
acterized his conduct of the negotia- 
tiona with Lord Salisbury over the 
Venezuelan controversy, and other im- 
portant official matters which have 
called for his decisions since he en- 
tered President Cleveland's cabinet 
as attorney general nearly four 
years ago. It is well known in 
the highest official circles, espe- 
cially in the cabinet, that ques- 
tions of presidential prerogatives were

Spain Will Defend Its Domains 
Against All Foes at All Hazards. 

If *> CoaOet Batween Spain and tha 



MADiur>, De* 8L— Vnme Minister 
Canovaa del Castillo said in reference 
to threats of American intervention In 
Cuba: "I deaire to any in the strong-eat 
possible manner that Spain is ready to 
grant locnl self-government to the is- 
land of Cuba as soon as the Spanish 
arms have triumphed over the patriot 
forces sufficiently to make it clear to 
the world that the monarchy is grant- 
ing the reform of its own free wiU, and 
is not yielding either to domestic or to 
foreign threats. 

• Hut this government will not yield 
an inch to force or to threat of force. 
No concession of any kind will be made 
until the insurrection in Cuba has been 
brought under control, and until Spain 
can give what she refuses to allow any 
one to take, either by armed insurrec- 
tion or by treasonable intrigues with 
other nations, 

"I can not undertake to discus* the 
dome,tie politics of the United Mates, 
but I firmly believe that a majority of 
the Americana who are assisting this 
deplorable agitation, are opposed to 
the independence of Cnba, and are at 
heart in favor of annexation. 

"Spain can not undertake to be 
guided in her domestic affairs by any 
other government, nor can she allow 
any foreign agitation to inlluence her 
in dealing with her rebellious colony. 
This government seeks peace, but she 
will not shrink from war in any mat- 
ter touching her honor. If the United 
Mates forces war upon Spain we are 
ready to defend ourselves, but we are 
determined that Spain shall be the 
nation attacked, and not herself the 
aggressor. 

"I deny that either the government 
or the people of Spain want war with 
the United Statea If the v. a* comes it 
will not be through our fault The 
Cuban question is a question of terri- 
torial integrity, and the crown of
